that taught by Tachiwama where fluorides may be added to lower the liquidous and 
decreasing devitrification. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to further include a 
fluoride in the composition of Tachiwama because Inoue et al teach a fluoride may be 
added to lower the liquidous temperature and decrease the devitrification.
